GEN. BEAUREGARD'S PLAN, j 

A* So« Forth In lllw Kecouc Article 
on the "Untile of Bull Uiui." 

[Gen. (I. T. Batiuregnrrl iii The Century.] 1 

I was convinced Unit out- success lay 
in a short, quick wur of ilooisivo blows, 
boforo tliu Fedorals, with thoir vast ro- 
sourco.s, troulil build up a groat military' 
powor; to which end a concerted uso of 
our forces, immediate mid sustained,! 
was necessary, so that, weaker though; 
we wore at all separate points, we might' 
nevertheless strike with superior strength, 
lit some chosen decisive point,' 
and after victory there roacli for victory, 
now made easier elsewhere, and thus 
sum up success. Instead of this, which' 
in war wo call concentration, our actual 
policy was diffusion, an inferior Con- 
federate force at each separate point do- 
fonsivcly confronting a superior Fcdoral 
force; our power daily slirinidng, that of' 
t ha enomy increasing; and the avowed 
Federal policy o£ "attrition" of the big- 
gor masses loft free to grind the smaller, 
ono by ono, to naught. Out of this 
state wo never emerged, when the direc- 
tion of tlio government was, as almost 
always, necessary, excepting when 
"Richmond" was immediately in danger. 

Thus, in the fall of 1801, about tiirco 
months after tho battle of Manassas — 
aftering throwing my whole force for- 
ward to Fairfax Court House, with out- 
posts flaunting our flags on tho hills in 
sight of Washington, in order to chafe 
the Federals to another battle, but with- 
out success — 1 proposed that the army 
should bo raised to an effective of 
liO.OOO men, by drawing 20,000 for tho 
immediate enterprise from several 
points along tho sea-board, not 
oven at that time threatened, and 
from our advanced position bo swiftly! 
th*rown across tho Potomac at n point 
which I had carefully surveyed for that 
purpose, and moved upon tho rear of, 
Washington, thus forcing McClellan to 
a decisive engagement before his organ- 
ization (new enlistments) was com- 
pleted, and while our own army had the 
advantage of discipline and prestige — ; 
seasoned soldiers, whose term, however, 
would expire in the early part of tho 
coming summer. 

This plan, approved by Qon. Gustavua, 
W, Hmith (then immediately command- 
ing Gen. Johnston 'a own forces) as well 
as by Gun. Johnston, was submitted to 
Mr. Davis in a conference at my hnad- 
quartors, but rejected because) he would 
not venture to strip those points of the 
troops we required. Even if those points 
had been captured, though none were 
thou oven threatened, they must havo 
reverted as a direct consequence to so- 
decisive h success. I was willing, then, 
should it have come to that , to exchange 
Richmond temporarily for Washington. 
Yot it was precisely from similar combi- 
nations and elements that tho army was 
made up, to enable it next spring, under 
Gen. Leo, to encounter McClollau's thou 
perfectly organized army of 1.10,000 men 
at the very door of Richmond. 

If that which was accoptcd as a Inst 
defensive resort against on overwhelm- 
ing, aggressive army had been used in an 
enterprising offensive against that samo 
army while yet in the raw, the same 
venture had been made at less general 
risk, less cost of valuable lives, and with 
immeasurably greater certrdn results. 
Tho Federal army of the Potomac would 
have had no chanco meanwhile to be- 
come tempered to that magnificent mili- 
tary machine which, through all its do- 
feats and losses, remained sound, and 
was stronger, with its readily assimilat- 
ing new strength, at the end of the war 
than over Loforo; tho pressure would 
have been lifted from Kentucky and 
Missouri, and wo should have main- 
tained what is called an active defensive 
warfare, that Is, taken and kept the of- 
fensive against tho enemy, enforcing 
peace. I

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 

London', .Jan. 5. — The Berlin corres- 
pondent of the Standard says that the 
German expedition to the Conge coun- 
ty, under Schul tz, lias been obliged to 
relinquish the undertaking owing to 
the scarcity of the Doers and the oppo- 
sition of Europeans, who are apprehen- 
sive that Germany contemplates mat- 
in a further annexation of territory. 

The same correspondent says that 
America is making preparations to 
dispatch war vessels to "West Africa, to 
prevent the sudden occupancy of tho 
Congo, by the Portuguese, should this 
be attempted. 

London, Jan .'{. — Strong dissatisfac- 
tion with the present land laws is felt 
in Wales, and vigorous agitation has 
been inaugurated there, with a hope of 
obtaining a land act similar to that 
now in farce in Ireland. Large num- 
bers of farmers havo joined the Eng- 
lish farmers' nlliance, and a Welch 
league isnow in process of formation. 
Parnoll promises to support this agita- 
tion, He has written a letter, saying 
the farmers of ICngland, Wales and 
Scotland will accept nothing less than 
the Irish act, with an additional provi- 
sion that rents shall no be chargeable 
on improvements made by tenants. 

Paris, Jan. 3. — Gaulois says the 
date of the Paris conference will not 
bo fixed until the close of the con 
ference at Berlin. Count Von Hat/, 
fold, secretary of foreign affairs, is still 
unable to resume hia duties. Bismarck 
will therefore be obliged to attend the 
conference to a close, and will then 
take his wife to Italy. It is stated that 
he will meet the French premier. Fur 
ry, in the strictest secrecy, probably at 
some Swiss village, and will discuss 
with him a basis for the Paris confer- 
ence. 

Paris, Jan. 15. — Le Soire states that 
Prime Minister Ferry has entered into 
an agreement with Germany, Austria 
and Russia, under which these powers 
will take common moasursos against 
the anarchist propaganda in the army 
and the navy. During December police 
searched barracks throughout France, 
and the lodgings of oliicers, and opened 
letters of oliicers. 

London, Jan. 3. — The cabinet has 
postponed its decision regarding the 
request of Karl Spencer, lord lieuten- 
ant of Ireland, for the reward of the 
crimo act. Both Gladstone and Cham- 
berlain are opposed to the renewal. 
Campbell Cannerman, chief secretary 
fore Ireland, was instructed to make a 
further report on the condition of Ire- 
land 

Bremen, Jan. 3. — Bremen and 
Hamburg firms assert that a corps of 
Hussars under English oliicers is raid- 
ing near German posts in Africa, and 
preventing natives from traiding there. 

London, Jan. 3. — It is learned that 
Ferry is opposed to Belgium having 
exclusive suzerainty over the Congo 
state, and is demanding that France 
have a share. 

Paris, Jan. 3. — Le Paris says 
Franco's Egyptian proposals advocate 
the making of a loan to bo control! ed, 
if not guaranteed, by the powers. 

FOREIGN NEWS AND GOSSIP, 

A church congress will be hold in 
1885 at Portsmouth, Eng. 

A Gutenberg bible was recently sold 
in London for $19,500. 

Egypt's cotton crop is one of the 
largest over raised, and will probably 
excaed 3,:i50,000 cantors, 

Tho crofter tenants of the Duke of 
Argyll refused to pay rent, and he ask- 
ed for a force of marines. 

The most powerful imprecation 
which the inhabitants of Orete uttered 
against au enemy was: "V r e gods, give 
him bail habits." 

The Emperor of Austria is noted for 
having the largest collection of pipes 
in Europe, Royal statemanship seems 
to run this sort of thing. 

The German Reichstag will this winter 
discuss the abolition of capitol punish 
ment. There is a great deal of public 
sentiment in Germany in favor of tho. 
exchange. 

The good templars are very active in 
nearly all parts of Sweden at present, 
and blue ribbons, the emblem of the 
order, are to bo Been in the streets 
everywhere. 

Tlio Moor of an immense ball-room 
and concert-room, recently constructed 
at Margate, the noted English water- 
ing-place, is of oak, resting on India 
rubber. It is expected to give an extra 
spring to the "light fantastic toe." 

They make a distinction in England 
between the people and tho working 
classes. Among the festivities at Ripon 
upon the return of the late Viceroy of 
India there will be, it is announced, a 
lunch for 800 "people" arid a tea for 
the "working classes." 

In the loading production of difler- 
ent countries Spain holds the first, place 
the amount reaching some 120,000 tons 
in one year, or one-sixth more than 
America, which comes uext on the list 
while Germany follows sotuo 90,000 
Of Spain's total productions, some 67,- 
000 tons are derived from one district, 
that of Linares, in which more than 
800 mines are registered.

Last evening while Gilbert Thomp- 
son and his wife w'ere attending a pro- 
tracted meeting at Lostine, some four 
miles from home, their dwelling took 
fire and burned to tho ground. Four 
bright boys, ranging from 13 to 5 
years, were left at home. When meet- 
ing was closed, at about eight o'clock, 
tho light of the burning building could 
be plainly seen. The father fearful that 
it might be bis dwelling, drove with 
all possible speed, and soon his worst 
fears were realized — there was no long 
or any uncertainty. The labor of years 
was being swept away in a flash, but 
he thought not of this — his four boys. 
Oh! God! could they be in the burning 
building? The poor mother, distracted 
b\ her fears, had to be kept in the 
wagon by force. Soon they came to 
what had once been their pleasant 
home, and the scene here, us told by 
Home of those who were present, was 
pitiful beyond description. The father 
and mother learned that their eldest 
son, a little fellow of 13, bad succeeded 
in saving one brother, dragging him 
from the burning building, but had 
been unable to save the others. Frank, 
aged 7, and Clarence, aged 5 years, 
were in the burning house, and had 
perished long before this, but the moth - 
in her great love and almost crazed 
condition thought that she could save 
them, and would have thrown herself 
into the tire but for the bystanders. 
After the fire had subsided some of the 
charred remains of these bright, inter- 
esting little boys wen; found, .and on 
tho afternoon the 5th were deposited 
in the cemetery near Lostine.

THE SEWERS. 

Tho necessity for Improved sewprago in 
this city is now so guilefully Cuucodc-d that 
it only remains to put men into oflico who 
aro willing and able to supervise such un 
important public task and then to decide 
on tho nature and extent of tho work to 
bo done. At tho approaching municipal 
election tho firat of thoao duties can be 
lulfillod by tho oloction of reliable and 
onorgotic men to tho positions of mayor 
and councillors. Tho work of deciding 
on a plan of aowerago will bo tho next 
public duty and it ia one which should bo 
performed with caution and consider- 
ation. The experience of tho past year 
has taught us that tho healthfulnoss, and, 
thoroforo, to a groat extent, tho proaper- 
ity of our city iloponds upon an improve- 
ment in drainage; and tho importance of 
tho subject demands that no care be 
spared in tho study of tho requirements 
of thu system and that no reasonable ex- 
pense be begrudged to carry on tho work. 
Every city has at some timo to fuce tho 
question of sewerage; the expedients of 
wayside gutters and natural ravines which 
aro sufficient for a town of few inhabi- 
tants aro found to bo quite inadequate to 
the requirements of a growing popula- 
lation, and then if tho people are wise 
thoy provide their city with the best 
sower Bystem tho public purao will allow. 
Wo havo reached tho timo when this work 
can no longer be delayed; only our ex- 
ceptionally tine climate has mado it pos- 
sible for us to go so long without this 
necessary improvement. The alarming 
increase of malarial sickness during tho 
past year denotes that thu old mode of 
drainage has been outlived, that the old 
house drains and other receptacles and 
conduits have become bo permeated witli 
tho poison of many yenro' sewage that 
they now act as the breeders of disease. 
Let us thon resolve that 'ere tho year just 
opened comes to a closo a portion, at 
least, of tho city shall bo provided with 
stono or cement sowors and tho work go- 
ing steadily on till every house shall bo 
connocted with a public drain. It is in- 
teresting to know that othor cities are en- 
gaged in tho same work as oursolvos. San 
Jose, Gal., has passed our present stage, 
having Bovoral years ago recognized tho 
necessity for thorough drainage and sot to 
work with a will to accomplish it. In p 
lino New Yoar's number of tho principal 
journal of that city a review is givon of 
tho work already done with eatimatoi of 
what remains. The situation of San Jose, 
in the Santa Clara valley, seven miles 
from the head of San Franciseo Bay, to- 
wards which tho land slopos in a gradual 
doscont, makes tho work of draining tho 
city a comparatively easy task. And tho 
name may be said of Victoria's position. 
Ths population of San Joae' is nearly 20,- 
000; but tho capacity of the sewers under 
construction ia claimed to be sufficient 
for tho requirements of a much larger 
number. Tho materials used are brick 
for tlio construction of ogg-shaped sew- 
ers, and stone and concrete pipes, though 
in some places red wood has boon used. 
Tho amount already expended is $125,000 
and it ia estimated that only about §10,- 
000 moro will bo required to thoroughly 
drain tho town. Elsowhero wo give some 
figures from our San Joae' contemporary 
which will prove of value at a timo when 
every thoughtful person's mind iB directed 
to this all important mattor. 



GLADSTONE'S FOREIGN POLICY. 

The world is called on to witness humila- 
tions to England such an she has not had 
to bear for many a day, and lki< most strenu- 
ous supporters of the Gladstone govern- 
ment cannot but confess that their policy is 
resulting disastrously to the kingdom. Tho 
news that has reached us from timo to timo 
of the encroachments made on British ter- 
ritory by foreign powers, has not been in 
accord with the former run of English 
ovonts. Wo have been accustomed to see 
every insult to England followed by a de- 
mand for an apology and restitution. But 
of lato Gormany has been snubbing Eng- 
laud with impunity in a variety of ways, 
and oven France has not feared to taunt 
tho sleeping lion. England's prestige has 
beon greatly shaken during tho past your 
and the outlook at tho beginning of 1885 is 
so unpleasant that the country may well 
tremble. The annexation of Now Guinea 
by Germuuy is tho most serious aggression 
yet, and it seems to be so regarded both in 
England and Australia. Tho foolish course 
of the British government with regard to 
this torritory is now mado manifest ; the 
country which England could havo hud for 
tho taking u Bhort timo ago has fallen into 
tho hands of Germany who thus secures a 
foothold ou the very bordors of British ter- 
ritory, which at any time may be used as u 
base of operations against the latter pos- 
sessions. Germany's attonipts at coloniza- 
tion, which began in so small a way, havo, 
in loss than a year, assumed such propor- 
tions that England has cause for alarm. It 
is no wonder that Gladstone has found it 
necessary to call a special cabinet meeting; 
foreign affairs in all parts are in a dreadful 
muddlo. Of course it is not safe to believe 
implicitly in everything that is telegraphed ; 
but oven making allowance for possiblo ex- 
aggeration, affairs are in u very bad condi- 
tion. That trouble is brewing over tho 
Egyptian question cannot bo doubted. Tho 
dilatory course pursued by the present go- 
vernment in tho management of Egyptian 
affairs may yet result in serious trouble for 
England. Germany has been allowod to 
tako tho upper hand in Europe, assuming a 
dictatorial tono even toward England, and 
Bismarck has, no doubt, his own plans for 
tho future government of Egypt, which 
projects he will certainly carry out if the 
Gladstone ministry remain much longer in 
power. Germany is ruling in the Congo 
conference; Germany proposes (according 
to a late dispatch) that tlx. Egyptian con- 
ference shall meet at Paris, which would 
give England a merely socondary position; 
Germany is hustling England in different 
parts of Africa; and now Germany takes 
possession of a valuable territory which 
would havo been secured to England bad 
her ministers had any of the traditional 
spirit of tho nation. Germany is riding 
over England and Prance and other coun- 
tries are very willing to follow her. The 
English peoplo must realize how their 
country is sinking in the scale of nations, 
and, conscious as they are that this is 
caused by the lax foreign policy of the 
present rulers, a protest will soon be raised 
and a change of government demanded. 
' Things aro looking very dark now, and it 
will probably take but one moro meakly- 
reoeived insult from Germany, or some din 
aster in Egypt or the Soudan to hurl tho 
liberals from oflico. 



THE 



TIMES" ON HISTORICAL 
METHOD. 



It ia a somewhat atrango theory which 
our juvenile evening contemporary pro- 
pounds, turning away from its rivalry 
with the othor "organ" of its "party," to 



enlighten ua with reapect to our duties to 
tho public. This theory is that a New 
Year's dt»y review i>f the continuous po- 
litical hiatory of the province should bo 
a lying record, by suppression. Certain 
years ahould be mentioned, and eertaiu 
other years omitted. Tho public acts of 
some public men may bo described, those 
'of others not mentioned at all. Histori- 
cal criticism is to cease when a political 
actor has left the etago. This novel pro- 
position would make history a strange 
patchwork. Our opinion on the subject 
ia widely different. The object in review- 
ing historical facts is to assist men in 
getting their conceptions into focus by 
making a lull state -non t .if the facta and 
the true order of the facts. The selection 
of periods for notice and the covering of 
othor porioda with a veil would entirely 
defeat this purpose. And as regards po- 
litical men and parties it cannot ho too 
clearly understood that the political acta 
of individuals and the policy and conduct 
o.*a government are tho absolute property 
of tho public, to bo used aa they list, to 
bo hold up, scrutinised and studied, fur 
estimation, for oxample, for warning and 
for odification. Wo denounce this novel 
theory of "elegant extracts" from our his- 
tory got by oovoring shameful years and 
by conspiring to hido tho incapacity of 
personages who are historical. Tho pub 
lie want the truth and the whole truth, 
and it is not their affair if a just judgment 
leave some men in mourning. Our juve- 
nile evening contemporary's conspiracy 
suggestion in too, too, utterly absurd, 
altogether. 



THE SCOPE OF THE SETTLEMENT 
BILL. 

The Times again exhibits its ignorance 
of local politics by asserting thai 'the 
Settlement Bill- was presented to the 
legislature as a proposition which had for 
its object tho settlement of all claims pro 
and con between the two governments, a 
positive, final balancing of accounts." 
That it was a settlement of all matters in 
dispute at thnt time is true, but that it 
was intended to settle differences on othor 
matters that might arise from time to 
time is palpably incurred if not non- 
sensical. Llow could tho legislature aottlo 
disputes that thon had no existence f and 
could any one predict laot session that the 
Dominion government would lay claim to 
tho minerals in the railway belt when 
only tho land was conveyed to them by 
tho original torma of union/ Our con- 
temporary's illustration of the mode m 
which "two business men" settle an ac- 
count is equally unfortunate. If tho Times 
could say with truth that all Dominion 
and Provincial accounts wore, dusud with 
the Settlement Bill, his illustration would 
be apt; but he knows, or ought to know, 
that the partnership is a "continuing" 
ono and that disputes are likely to arise 
between thu contracting governments on 
matters not germane to those included in 
the Settlement Bill, unless tho local gov- 
ernment should follow the apparent ad- 
vice Of tho Times and accept without » 
murmur any treatment which the Domin- 
ion may aoe lit to mete out to the pro 
vince. Tho matters now in dispute are 
foreign to the Settlement Bill-- have not 
the moat remote connection with it. Tho 
Times must permit us to again say that if 
its writer had been longer in the province 
ho would not have made the ridiculous 
blunder he has when referring to the scope 
of the Settlement Bill.

Last yoar's council, although 
perhaps not tho moat docorous at meet- 
ings or moat affable to one another, never 
loft tho chamber, time and time again, 
bitterly vituperating with one another as 
tho present council has; and as to why 
tho hall and seal were not seined during 
tho last council's regime, nothing but a 
benighted idiot would ask.

.Hinder is Openly Advocated. 



A You iiu Woniiiii who Wants l<» 
"Kill si Mean, Dirty, A\v- 
t as 1 Capitalist." 

Chicago, .Inn. 4. — Tho regular Sunday 
meeting of the "Working People's Inter- 
national Association," attracted thu usual 
large crowd to 54 West Lake street, this 
afternoon. The gathering, which included 
a few women, completely tilled tho hall. 
Tho Timet.' report says: 

"Dynamite" Dusey brought the chatter- 
ing crowd to order by vigorously thumping 
with his list ou the table. C. V. Griffin, 
the first orator, stated that this world had 
been created for all people alike, and that 
capitalists must take nou-capitalists into 
copartnership, or else, with the assistance 
of dynamite, leave the world. 

A K. Parsons read a lengthy whereas, 
referring to the lockouts in Pennsylvania 
and asserting that the bread of wage workers 
is owned by a privileged class. The resolu- 
tions appended were adopted with a whoop! 

Iti.iiil.nil, — That the despotic power which 
the privileged class possesses, is destructive 
of life, liberty and happiness, and should 
be abolished by any und all means. 

Resolved, -That tho working classes must 
control their bread and the means by which 
to obtain it, before they can in any sense 
be freemen. 

Mr. Parsons said the chief purpose of 
Socialism was n^t to deprive men who 
owned corner lots of their property, but 
to mako it theirs forever; to put all 
men in palaces and placo on their tables 
the bounties of earth. When Socialism 
prevailed every man would be a joint 
stockholder of the entire earth and richer 
than Vandorbilt. Two million of men 
were out el' employment and destitute in 
this country. They represented ten mil- 
lion people, Socialism had become a 
noceasity, and, aaid Parsons, one must ac- 
cept it or perish. 

August Spies advocated murder because 
by it murder could be prevented. fie 
who upheld the present order of society 
was a murderer The mission of all gov- 
ernments was to maintain rubbery of the 
peoplo. Lie offered a resolution endors- 
ing the action of the Hocking Valloy 
miners in destroying the property of the 
syndicate, and it was adopted. 

John Surat, an old man, aaid he be- 
lieved in slaughtering a few thousand 
capitalists. 

Miss Leo declared herself ready to 
shoulder a musket to kill a mean, dirty, 
awful capitalist. 

Mrs Parsons chimed in with her pre- 
decessor's thought. She would look 
charming in the, good clothes and dia- 
monds now woru by the wife of some 
capitalist. She asserted herself able to 
throw i dynamite bomb as effectively as 
her husband, and closed with the ex- 
pressed desire that ministers in future 
would tell their starving parishioners to 
trust in dynamite instead of trusting to 
God .

The appar- 
ent slowness of tho work of releasing the 
lino can bo understood when it is known 
that it is not morely a Bimplo block of 
snow, but the rain falling after the snow, 
and then freezing again, converted the 
snow into a compact mass of ico from 
twenty to thirty foot doop. To got this 
out, blasting ia resorted to, and the rails 
thus freed from their icy covering. The 
probability is that traffic will be resumed 
on Friday, and a through mail roach hare 
on Saturday's boat. In the meantime a 
portion of the mail, wo understand, has 
boon brought into Portland from tho 
blockade on sleds, and thoro is good pros- 
pect that a small amount of through rimil 
will arrive by to-day's boat. It is now 
over three wooks since any postal matter 
baa arrivod from tho east, and people 
generally are becoming weary of waiting 
for it. Tho next trouble to fear is that of 
a washout on tho road from the sudden 
melting of tho snow.

Hearing that a cotiplo of the largest stock 
raisers of the upper country wero in the 
city, a reporter of 7'lte Colonist called on 
them to have a chat about the hoof supply, 
thu condition ol the animals at present in 
the interior, itml the probable otfeet on tho 
market for meat should the weather in 
Washington Territory and Oregon by the 
moans ol killing any largo quantities of 
stock. 

MR. TlIAPUKUS UAWKIt 

was found at the Driard, and in reply to 
questions said that he had loft the upper 
country about a week ago, at which time 
there waa littlo snow, and a letter dated lite 
Mth Dee., stated that everything was then 
all right with the stock. Mr. Harper has I 
been in the country for the last 25 yours. 
Ilo has been ono of tho largest grower.; of 
stock, and at the present time lias about I 
1,000 head on tho ranches in the neighbor- 
hood of Kamloops. He did not think 
the severe weather that had recently visited 
the neighboring states would prevail in the j 
upper country, though there was no cor- 
tainty about it. Tho snow generally fell I 
between the 20th of December and the 20th 
of January, and if nothing serious occurred 
up to the latter ditto, stockmnu rested easy, j 
for they could make certain that their lmnd» 
were safe. With reference to the perishing 
of largo numbers of cattle from hunger in 
Oregon, llr. Harper said that even though 
they were without food for two or three 
weeks cattle would not succumb; in fact 
they would live until all thoir aeeumulntiou j 
of fat had disappeared untl there was noth- I 
lug left but skin and bone . Thoir vitality j 
having all left them they would then die I! 
a Chinook prevailed, the probability is the 
loss of cuttle across Ihe line would b. small. !

Mr. Beak 
did not think, oven though there should 
bo a largo destruction of stock in Oregon 
and Washington, that there would be 
a rise ill the price of meat hero in Vic- 
toria. He also thought that thoro would 
bo a good market for meat at the Sound 
towns should the supply be greatly 
diminished by the recent storms. There 
had boon yoars in which the loss of cattle 
was largo, notably, tho winter of 
1879-80; but what generally saved them 
in Pritish Columbia was the intense cold. 
The snow fell fine as powder, and the in- 
crease in depth waa very gradual. It. very 
seldom waa more than fifteen inches, and 
in that depth and up to two tout the 
cattle could got along first rate. Mr. 
Beak placed the probable total number of 
head on tho ranches in tho interior at 
from 00,000 to 70,000, which waa about, 
all tho country west of tho Rockios would 
support. As a sheep raising country the 
interior of British Columbia waa not 
adapted, in fact tho ground was new nil 
taken up by the cattle and horse raising 
industry. If over an extensive mutton 
supply was grown in British Columbia it 
would have to bo on tho islands along the 
coast. When Mr B. first came to the 
country he ■ brought from Washington 
Territory to tho mainland of British Co- 
lumbia a largo number of sheep, but those 
were killed to such mi extent by coyotes 
and other animals that he waa glad to 
go out of tho business. The coyote is tho 
smallest specimen of wolf, though it re- 
quires a couplo of dogs to successfully 
tackle ono. They very prudently remain 
outside of rifle shot, but are very destruc 
tivo as soon as the herdsmen's backs aro 
turned. Those animals do not interfere 
with the larger kinds of stuck. 

Mr. Beak will probably make Victoria 
his permanent home now, in order to look 
after tho interests of tho syndicate of 
which he is a member.

There is little or no conversation nl those 
state repasts. The Qneon unt unfroqutuitly 
leans forward to whisper n remark to her j 
daughter in a fashion which, to say the j 
least, is discomposing to the iruiniratcd. I 
The m«wu, besides the. names of the dishes, ' 
gives that of the rhef who bus concocted 
thtiu. The innumerable footmen are all in 
gala livory, butlers and pages in costume, 
and the so-called "clerks of the kitchen, " I

Ho can tako his break- 
fast in his roomsordownstairsas ho pre- 
fers. Hor Majesty has her very early 
meal alone or with some prince of blood 
royal. At J) she drives through the 
grounds which aro of great oxterit and 
beauty and Htrictly private, to Frog- 
more, whore she alights, and, the 
weather permitting, enters a tout 
spread on the lawn for hor use. There 
she reeds her letters and newspapers. 
The latter have be n iroviously care- 
fully scanned by ono of her ladies in 
waiting, and the passages which slinultl 
meet her eye marked in retl pencil. She 
scrupulously abstains glancing at any 
others. Under it second tent who then 
attends to business, and bulky pack- 
ages of core8pondence are opened be- 
fore her. A mounted groom constantly 
rides backwards and forward, carrying 
her instructions to bur private secre- 
tnrj at the castle She herself returns 
thither for lunch, after which the after- 
noon is tilled up with walking and 
driving with Princess Beatrice until 
thti evening again begins. 

Amid the pomp, magnificence and 
lavish display of the great royal cit- 
adel, in thai gorgeous pile filled with a 
wealth of art, in contrast with tho ex- 
orbitant expenditures of stables, kit- 
chens and countless attendants, pages, 
grooms, domestics and gardners, piotty 
eeononies arc practised which many 
an impoverished householder would 
feel ashamed to attempt. One instance 
may suffice - Every new visitor is en- 
titled to a fresh supply of candles. It, 
would bo unseemly lo leave in his room 
any that had boon once, used, so Sir 
J. < '. Co well, in a laudable spirit of 
thrift, has invented a small machine 
which dexterously restores to tho wick 
its virgin freshness. Tho master of the 
household is so proud of his ingenious 
device that he never fails to point out 
how satisfactorily «jl works to any of 
private friends who obtain permission 
to inspect tho offices. The wax scrap- 
ings are collected ami returned to the 
candle manufactory, where they are 
remoulded into fresh candles and sold 
back to the Queen's households at ro- 
duced rates. 

Of all the residences, of the Queen, 
Windsor Castle is the only one which, 
in appearance, magnitude, grandeur of 
approach and situation, fulfils the re- 
quirements which makes it a tit abode 
for the sovereigns of a great and pow- 
erful nation.

Tho Norse people are quiet, otd- 
fnshioned Lutherans, who never read a 
newspaper, and have never heard of a 
doubt about thu truth of what their 
fathers believed.

A Now Suunr-Ifluklns ProcesH. 

[St Lints Ropublican.] 
Louisiana planters are directing their 
attention to a new process for eKtract- 
ing Ku>rar, invented by Konrad Trobach, 
of lsorlin. It is purely chemical, differ- 
ing materially from the mechanical pro- 
cess now used, and if it. shallprove to be 
all it is claimed to bo, will effect a revo- 
lution in sugar-making and cheapen the 
article still men:. Trobach's process 
dlsponses with crushing and pressing al- 
together; tho euno is cut into slices by 
means of machinery, and tho water ex- 
tracted from it by alcohol vapor, which, 
having an affinity for the water, absorbs 
it, but leaves the saccharine in the des- 
iccated cano. This is then treated with 
liquid alcohol, which extracts the sugar, 
and afterward tho sugar is extracted 
from the alcohol, or the alcohol from 
the sugar, by filtering through lime and 
chalk. 

Ono great obstaelo to the cheap manu- 
facture of Louisiana sugar is the diffi- 
culty of extracting all or nearly all tho 
saccharine from the cane; a considerable 
proportion iB lost in the bagawso, or 
rofuse which is thrown away or burned. 
If this waste could be saved it would 
cheapen the process 1 cont a pound. Tho 
presont sugar-mnking machinery in 
Louisiana would be an impediment to 
tho introduction of the the Trobach 
method. It is not adapted to the new 
process, and would have to bo thrown 
away— a sacrifice which the Louisiana 
planters could ill afford, as their ma- 
chinery is very costly.
